Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The references were discussed with regards to the claim limitation of the exansion 
joint The examiner argued that the previously applied reference included structure which could be considered an 
expansion joint because of its general structure but agreed that the elements weren't designed to compensate for the 
heat generated by the pump it was mounted in. It was agreed that the expnsion joint would be described as being 
configured to expand due to the heat generated by the fuel feed unit. After further searching the examiner found 
additional prior art (such as the Dickenson et al reference) which disclosed an impeller pump with an exansion joint.
